Street railway 
service was comparatively limited in those days and 
Mag-uire and the reporter clambered over and ploughed 
through the mid-winter mud of the Mission hills on 
foot.

while Maguire was making a Democratic canvass, the 
latter frequently wa- the victim of the reporter's satire 
and before the campaign was over the relations be- 
tween the twe) were at least somewhat strained.

The housewife rarely 
gets either than co1< -storage eggs these da\ s. no mat- 
ter uhat price she pays 


T\\o of the leading hotels of San Francisco will 


not purcha-c eggs f.om the de'alcrs in this city at any 
price, but ha\e confacts to take them elircct from the 
small producers at 13 cents a dozen in advance of the 
current market pri'-c, the arrangement running the 
\ear round. For example, if the'retail market price of 
eggs i.-- -'} cents tin sc hotels pay 40 cents a dozen to 
the producers; if re'ailing at fi.l cents a dozen the bof- 
telries give 80 cents for them tinder their contracts. 
Twenty or more sn.all producers supply these hotels 
with eggs under a guarantee of their absolute fresh- 
ness. 


The hotel managers have found this plan neces-ary 


to satisfy their patron*, among whom UT man}' gour- 
met.-, whose plates demand quality rather lha-i quan- 
tity. Cold-storage eggs \\ill neither fry re>r scramble 
well and are qttickh- detected by the epicures of both 
sexes at these holc.s and rejected if e\ cr -end. 
How Things Have Changed 


In the whirligig of time things that e>ncc_werc as 


pleasant and agreeable as a summer brec/e often turn 
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oot bitter and awry. This reflection is prompted by 
the story current about the Nevada and California 
creditors of T. B. Rickey, the prominent 
Nevada 


financier and business man 
who fell into 
financial 


difficulties following the panic of the fall of 1907. The 
creditors have not yet been settled with, and one of 
their difficulties is the fact that there is a provision in 
the State constitution of Nevada which provides that 
a stockholder ^shall not be responsible for the debts 
ni any company in which he may happen to own 
stock at the time of his failure. This 
non-stock 


liability of Rickey in several Nevada corporations is 
what rs bothering the creditors, especially those living 
in California, where the liability of a stockholder is 
strong and stringent. This provision of the Nevada 
constitution was inserted during the days of the Corn- 
stock, when mining companies were legion and stock 
speculation a madness. It was inserted in the docu- 
ment by men like Fair, Flood, VTackay, O'Brien and 
Sharon to encourage stork ownership in mining com- 
panies 
through 
speculation.

The Hellmans, bankers of this city and Los An- 


geles and the controlling owners of the Farmers and 
Merchants' Bank in the latter city, are in good luck 
to have had Wilson B. Evans, their defaulting paying 
teller in the sum of $36,000, captured at; Acapulco, 
Mexico. Had it not been for the fact that the powder 
schooner Kate, on which Evans fled from California, 
was supposed to have some connection with the Los 
Angeles Times dynamiting affair he would no doubt 
have got away into South America. The Hellmans 
will recover all but about $4000 of this man's stealings. 
This is the second official of this bank who has de- 
faulted and fled within the past eight or nine years. 
The first one was Henry Fleishman- who got away 
with $100,000 and fled to South Ameri.ca. This man 
13 said to be living in Brazil now, where he is doing 
fairly well as a small merchant. The Hellmans are 
represented as having known for a year or two where 
Fleishman is and what he is engaged in. Why they 
have never sought to bring him back for punishment 
for his defalcation, unless it is that he and his friends 
and relations have made partial financial restitution 
to the bank, is a matter known only to themselves.

Colonel Samuel 
Moody 
of Pittsburg, the new 


passenger traffic manager of the 
Pennsylvania lines 


west of Pittsburg, who was in the city a few days ago 
on his first visit to.the Coast, is as well known in 
Eastern political circles as he is in the railroad world, 
and is the author of the following expression, which 
won him m-uch notoriety a year ago in the East: "I 
would rather be an official of the Pennsylvania Sys- 
tem than President of the United States."

application he does it in so gracious a manner withal 
as to double the obligation.

It is true that the Southern Pacific has applied for a franchise 


on Seventh street from Fallon street cm the east to Bay street on 
the west but it is also true that the Southern Pacific ongmally 
owned all of Seventh street from the mole to Market street and gave 
the land on each side of the tracks to the city for a street. It is 
barely possible that this dedication extinguished the corporations 
title to the right of way, but we douht it-we have not «-™«d 
the records or consulted attorneys familiar with the law and the 
fact* 
In any event there would be a long struggle in the courts 


before the Southern Pacific could be ousted from the section ot 
Seventh street west of Market. 


But what would be the consequence if the Southern 
Pacific 


should refuse to buy the Seventh street franchise at the price and 
on the conditions proposed? What would the franchise be worth to 
anybody else? Who else could possibly furnish the rapid transit 
.ervice the Southern Pacific is prepared to furnish? A right of way 
on Seventh street is more valuable to the Southern Pacific than to 
anybody else, but for precisely that reason the Southern Pacific can- 
not be coerced in the matter. The service of the Southern Pacific 
on Seventh street is more valuable to the southern sect.on of the 
city than any other service could ke, because Seventh street has no 
outlet east or west except over the Southern Pacific's right of way. 


That is the situation and there is no escape from it. The prop- 


erty owners on Seventh street and the immediate region on both 
tides of that thoroughfare want the Southern Pacific to get the fran- 
chise- they want the Southern Pacific service continued, and they 


the 


want an electric service installed as soon as possible. They ar* in 
no mood to be sacrificed to George C Pardce's animosity to the rail- 
road. They are dependent on rapid t-ansit facilities and they want 
the steam cars to be banished from the street at the earliest practi- 
cable moment. We have merely stated their views in the matter, 
and the Enquirer says that doing so is evidence that the Southern 
Pacific has opened "a sack." The Enquirer uttered thi*> knowing it 
to be a deliberate lie; but the charge hurled at THE TRIBUNE goes 
directly at the Seventh street property owners. By direct implica- 
tion the Enquirer accuses them of being boodled by the corporation. 


In the Sixty-third Congress the Pacific States will be more 


strongly represented than at present. California will gain three or 
four members, Oregon one and Washington one and perhaps two. 
Idaho may get an additional Congressman and Arizona will furnish 
another, besides two Senators. These will all be net gains, a clear 
increase of political power. Hereafter Pacific Coast interests will 
be too strongly backed in Congress to be safely ignored. 


The comments of the judge of a criminal court have moved the 


Texas newspapers to make a protest against "the hip-pocket move- 
ment" as a defense in rnurdor case?. Judge Kittrell of Houston 
says that in nine cases out of ten the "hip-pocket movement" de- 
fense is a manufactured pretense to excuse murder. When one 
Texan shoots down another, he immediately sets up the plea that 
the slain man made a movement of his hand toward his hip pocket 
such a movement being accepted as indicative of an intent to draw 
a pistol and open fire. It frequency happens that no weapon is 
found on the dead man, but the "hi;>-pocket movement" goes nev 
ertheless. Judge Kittrell says the olca of defense should not be 
permitted to rest upon the "hip-pocket movement." It is usually 
the defendant and his friends who FCC this movement. The extra 
ordinary thing about this detense is the fact that unarmed men so 
often make this hostile movement in the presence of an enemy. 
is. still more remarkable that men meditating assassination ant 
prepared for it are *o slow that they get shot down before they can 
draw a pistol or even reach the hip pocket. "The dead are ever in 
the wrong" is an eastern proverb that applies in cases of this kind 
Murder is made safa by having it witnessed by a friend or two will 
eyes sharp enough to sec the victim make a motion toward his hip 
pocket 


Jhe Political Revolution in England. 


England is undergoing apolitical revolution. How far it will 


go depends upon the r«<rtt of the Parliamentary elections now be- 
ing held, but in any event the political structure will be ra< ically 
changed. 


As Lord Rosebery pointed out, the Liberals propose to abolish 


one of the three estates of the realm. It is their aim to'destroy the 
baronage as a part of the legislative machinery and place ill the 
powers of the government in the hands of the Commons. B;- non- 
exercise the veto power has been lost to the throne and the L-berals 
propose to abolish the House of Lords. The Lords have offered to 
surrender their claim to the right to veto measures and to ; ubmit 
all deferences between tbe two houses to a referendum, but the Lib- 
erals refuse to accept the submission and say the Lords mt st go. 
The Lords may not go—not-just yet—but if they remain it ^rill be 
as an elective body shorn of power and prestige. 


"The peers have committed suicide," declared Lloyd George 


when the upper chamber ventured to veto the budget. He sa d that °™r 
the issue now was not whether the Lords should approve thi bud- 
get, but whether the Lords shouWi be permitted to longer «ist. A 
hereditary legislative body was an anachronism and a contra liction 


a democracy in this age, he declared, and that the time 1 ad ar- 


rived to clear it out and send it to the lumber heap. 


When the last Parliamentary elections were held in EJ gland, 


the Lords stood upon their right to veto a financial measure enacted 
by the House of Commons. They vetoed the budget mainly t ecause 
of the land tax clause. On that issue they submitted their <-ase to 
the electorate. 


The Lords were defeated at the polls. Had they not Hed to 


defeat the budget no attack would have been made at this t me on 
their hereditary privilege. But when the new Parliament m :t they 
found their very existence in peril. So threatening was th< situa- 
tion that Lord Lansdowne, the Tory leader in the House of Lords, 
proffered to surrender the right to veto all bills relating to money 
and to turn the peers into an elective body. 
But Mr. j>.squith 


and Lloyd George refused to accept the terms. They declared that 
"the Lords would have to resign all right to interfere with legisla- 
tion enacted by the Commons and become merely an adviso y elec- 
:ve chamber. Since a new election Mr. Balfotir, former jrernier, 
as tried to mend the situation by suggesting the referendum as a 


method of settling disagreements between the Lords and th; Com- 
mon?. He is trying to save the last remnant of feudal privilege by 
uggestir.g an expedient so radical that neither side woul 1 have 
istened to it half a dozen years ago.
